Magnesium and healthy bones 

While there has always been plenty of emphasis on calcium intakes for healthy 
bones, the mineral magnesium is also essential for bone health, according to a report 
in the American Journal of Clinical Nutrition. 

Magnesium is stored in the bones and when calcium is present can aid absorption and 
offer protection from bone-robbing osteoporosis. In the studies, 345 men and 562 
women between the ages of 69 and 97 years had their bone density tested, and were 
measured again four years later. The individuals who experienced the least loss in 
bone density had good intakes of magnesium, eating around five serves of fruit and 
vegetables a day, which are good sources of this essential mineral.
